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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 7/25/06, which . 
contains claims numbered 5-22. Claims 1-4 have been canceled. Claims 5-22 have 
been newly added. 

2. Amendment to specification, abstract and drawings filed 3/30/06 have been 
entered and approved. 

3. The IDS filed 03/30/06 has been considered. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Applicant's election with traverse of the invention of Group I, claims 5-1 1 and 19- 
22 in the reply filed on 7/25/06 is acknowledged. Arguments and withdrawal with 
respect to claims 19-22 are considered moot in view of the examiner's amendment 
below. 

5. Claims 5, 8-11 and 19-22 are allowed with the following examiner's amendment: 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

6. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, after "to selected portions of said body" (last line), -: wherein said body 
further comprises a plurality of contiguous planes constructed on said body by folding 
selected ones of said fold lines; a plurality of bases constructed on said body by folding 
other ones of said fold lines: two perpendicular ones of said solid fold lines that intersect 
at a center of said body, each of said perpendicular solid fold lines bisecting at opposing 
sides of said body; and a first plurality of said dotted fold lines extending across said 
body from one of said body sides to another one of said body sides, said first plurality 
of dotted fold lines being positioned a first distance measured from selected ones of 
said bisections of said perpendicular solid fold lines, said first distance being egual to a 
product of .0625 and a length of a side of said body - has been inserted. 

Claims 6 through claim 7 have been deleted. 

Claims 12 through claim 18 have been deleted. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE. 
7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
prior art disclose a variety of structures formed of a single sheet of foldable material; it 
fails to disclose a foldable easel that has the first plurality of dotted fold lines being 
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positioned a first distance measured from selected ones of said bisections of said 
perpendicular solid fold lines, said first distance being equal to a product of .0625 and a 
length of a side of said body; and a pluralities of arched vertices equidistantly spaced 
from said first pluralities of arched vertices and monolithically formed with axial opposed 
ends of said first, second and third pluralities of arms respectively as recited in claim 1 
and 19 in combination with other limitations which is not found in the art whether alone 
reference or combination of the references to anticipate or render the claim obvious.
